from the raisin center to the capital city 
I stopped over at Minium to Bee the 
plant which haa teen consuming some 
4000 
tona of Fresno's second crop 


Muscata, converting tbem into wine 
and brandy. It is a big concern, and 
Thomas R. Mintnrn, the manager and 
part owner, is a buainoes man. 


It would do some ol the croakers of 


Fresno good to hear him talk ot thi 
future of the Muscat. Although he haa 
bought thousands of tons of Mnacats 
this year at $G per ton, payable practi- 
cally at the option of the purchaser, be 
does not believe in over production. He 
aajB that there is practically no limit to 
tho amount of clean, well-cured first- 
crop raisins in flacka that can ba bold in 
the United States at from 0 to 8 cents 
per pound. He claims that all the 
troubles .in the raisin basineaa arise 
from dirty, Bandy second-crop TaiBlna, 
from defective distribution, and from 
shortsighted and dishonest packers and 
brokera. These aro evils which can 
easily bo remedied, and will ba, and 
then the Fresno raiflio will take ita 
place as the cheapest and best sweet for 
old and young, rich and poor. Mr. Aim-* 
tarn eays that Fresno SB tue raisin cen- 
ter, because nature has made tt BO; by 
natural laws, and not by the accident of 


!«n's endeavors. Every twenty miles 


that you travel from Fresno, north or 
south, the conditions change, and never 
for the better. The difference in dis- 
tance botwenn the 000 acres of vines «t 
Minturn and tbe vineyards of Fresco is 
not more than fifty miles, and yet there 
is no comparison between tho raisin 
making poeBlbllitios of the two places. 


From Minturn 1 went to Stockton and 


inspected the winery of George Woat & 
Son, who have also 
been 
profiling 


largely from the "over-praductioH" oi 
inuecftts in Kreono. It coate thorn about 
$2 a ton to jtot their crapes from Fresno 
by rail, and they tell me the loss ia 
nearly 10 per cent by Jenkage, BO there IB 
tho proposition for Fresno capital to 
figure on. The mere siiving ol this $3 a 
tun would ceem to mean ft pretty good 
margin for profit for a big winery and 
distillery at home. 


Going from Minturn to Sacramento I 


was forcibly reminded of Mr. Minlurn'n 
claim that tho climate changed every 
twenty miles from Freeno. When I 
loft Fresno there wero no particular in- 
dications of 
rain except the moist 


ground. The plows and seeders worn at 
work, find all tho avouatiane ot the 
furmere being pursued 
dryahod aiid 


pleasantly. As I CMUO north the plow- 
ing ceaEod, tbo fields became covered 
With standing water, and finally the lops 
of fences began to diaappuur in low 
places benea'h the Hood. 
Hero at Bacratnouto are all the evi- 


dences of fiuviol diBoatcr. The newepa- 
pers try to mnko litfhfc ol it, but never 
has the river been so higher iho de- 
struction of property so Rroal, and the 
question ot whaf. to do io the Intiire far 
safety is becoming n very serious ODC.
